We now 
knew that frem the Lake of the Woeds 
to Patagonia we can traverse the sites 
of eld settlements and find the remains 
of people who lived, no one can tell 
how many, hundreds of thousands 
years ago. As Europe leesed its held 
upen the earlier industries and arts 
of Egypt and Greece,and was for ages 
plunged in darkness by the raids and 
revelutions of barbarians, so Amer- 
ica was lit up with art and science and 
had her light put out. Far back ino 
the misty ages is traced the dawn of 
that first day. Leng before Certez er 
or Pizarro landed on these western 
shores, repeated changes had swept 
over it. It rese and fell and rose and 
rose and fell again at epocs, beyend 
the ken of mortal man. - Peru is sup- 
posed by Montesinos to be the Ophir 
of Solomen, which makes it old” 3000 
years ago, and there are proots that it 
then contained prehistoric remains. 
Professor Orten says that “‘Geology 
and archeology are combining to prove 
that Serate looked dewn upon a civil- 
ization far more ancient than that of 
the Incas and perhaps coeval with the 
flint flakes of Cornwall and all the 
shell mounds of Denmark.”
